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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Whoever  said  "Marvel  not  at  the  wonders  of  the  universe, 
marvel  instead  at  thine  own  stupidity,"  must  have  had  the  Se- 
lectmen in  mind.  As  we  look  back  over  the  past  year  we  are  in- 
deed grateful  to  all  of  you  that  assisted.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men make    a  difficult  job  easier. 

Through  the  "CETA"  program  and  the  Boston  University 
work  study  program  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of 
Jerry  and  Judy  Anderson,  who  completed  about  40%  of  the  Tax 
Map  of  Lyndeborough.  We  hope  to  continue  this  effort  in  1978 
through  similarly  funded  programs. 

As  most  of  you  know,  we  had  an  expensive  year.  Major 
overexpenditures  were  realized  in  the  winter  budget  with  snow, 
ice,  equipment  breakdowns,  and  equipment  rental  the  major 
culprits.  Consequently,  the  Selectmen  petitioned  the  Budget 
Committee  for  Additional  Funds  which  was  approved  by  the 
Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration. 

The  Selectmen  in  conjunction  with  the  Budget  Committee 
felt  it  unwise  to  seek  a  new  town  truck  this  year  without  a  thor- 
ough evaluation  of  the  long  range  plans  and  needs  of  the  town 
highway  program. 

The  grader  which  was  voted  last  town  meeting  has  per- 
formed well  throughout  the  past  year  and  the  new  International 
Fire  Truck  has  demonstrated  its  capability. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  the  pa- 
tience, cooperation  and  understanding  throughout  a  trying 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

During  1977  the  Budget  Committee  met  on  a  quarterly 
schedule  to  review  departmental  expenditures.  In  late  July  a 
special  meeting  was  requested  by  the  Selectmen,  at  which  the 
Budget  Committee  was  briefed  that  the  town's  funds  were  sub- 
stantially diminished  and  that  permission  for  overexpenditures 
would  need  to  be  sought.  At  this  time,  we  worked  with  the  Se- 
lectmen in  specifying  an  amount  that  would  adequately  cover 
the  town's  needs  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  In  September,  a 
formal  request  was  made  to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  De- 
partment of  Revenue  Administration  for  permission  of  overex- 
penditures not  to  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  The  Select- 
men were  able  to  keep  the  overexpenditures  down  to  approxi- 
mately thirteen  thousand  dollars.  Causes  of  these  overexpendi- 
tures were  principally  in  excessive  Highway  Department  ex- 
penses due  to  the  severity  of  the  winter,  rising  costs  of  ma- 
terials, and  breakdowns  of  equipment.  Townspeople  should  be 
aware  that  the  overexpended  monies  must  be  raised  by  1978 
taxes. 

Preparation  of  the  1978  budget  proposal  was  carried  out 
during  January  of  1978.  Many  departmental  budgetary  re- 
quests represented  substantial  increases.  The  overall  budgets 
requested  are  higher  than  last  year.  The  constant  rise  in  costs, 
especially  in  fuel  and  utilities  is  reflected  in  the  budget.  The 
only  capital  outlay  approved  by  the  committee  is  for  Town 
Building  Maintenance.  Following  the  Public  Budget  Hearing 
the  funds  for  the  truck  purchase  were  removed  from  the  budget. 
The  need  for  a  new  Highway  Department  truck  has  been 
referred  to  the  Community  through  a  study  committee.

1978  Report 

This  year  the  number  of  calls  we  had  rose  to  33.  Most  of 
the  increase  in  calls  was  because  of  the  extra  dry  spells  this 
past  spring  and  summer,  resulting  in  more  brush  fires  than 
normal. 

Property  loss  this  year  was  again  very  slight.  Quick  action 
on  the  part  of  your  firefighters,  and  safety  minded  towns- 
people are  probably  the  biggest  reason  for  this. 

This  year,  a  new  1977  International  1000  g.p.m.  pumper 
was  purchased  and  placed  into  service,  thus  greatly  improving 
our  firefighting  effectiveness. 

We  also  acquired  from  the  state  and  placed  into  service,  a 
1962  Jeep,  to  carry  most  of  our  forest  fire  equipment.  This 
vehicle  proved  to  be  a  great  asset  in  fighting  brush  and  forest 
fires. 

Much  effort  was  put  into  training  again  this  year.  Besides 
our  regular  training  drills,  myself  and  two  other  firefighters 
enrolled  in  a  104  hour  firefighting  course  in  Hudson.  This 
course  was  held  two  nights  per  week.  It  started  in  October  and 
will  continue  through  February. 

The  department  had  several  fund  raising  events  this  year 
to  help  purchase  needed  equipment  not  included  in  the  budget. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  our  men  for  their  pro- 
fessionalism and  dedication,  the  many  townspeople  for  their 
generous  support,  and  the  women's  auxiliary  for  their  support 
activities.

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Report  of  District  Fire  Chief  and 
Totvn  Forest  Fire  Warden 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Fores- 
ter) appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest 
fire  wardens  in  each  town  upon  the  recommendation  of 
local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  reg- 
ulates the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only 
when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression 
with  the  town  and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs 
in  excess  of  V4,  of  1  %  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town 
are  assumed  bv  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization 
and  helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns /cities.  The 
state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel, 
equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in 
1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of 
the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  25  years.

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Lyndebor- 
ough and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  concern  and  coopera- 
tion. Again,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  officers  for  their  dedi- 
cation and  faithfulness  in  performing  their  duty.

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CEMETERY  REPORT 

This  year  the  Trustees  have  adopted  the  following  policy: 

1.  The  Cemeteries  are  for  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Lyndeborough,  or  a  one  time  resident  of  a  relative. 

2.  The  per  grave  size  shall  be  4  feet  by  12  feet  and  in  any 
multiple  of  4  foot  widths  for  larger  lots. 

3.  The  Sexton  or  a  Trustee  will  stake  the  lot  with  wooden 
stakes  to  be  replaced  by  permanent  posts  4"x4"xl8"  at  the 
buyer's  cost. 

4.  The  purchasing  of  lots  will  be  done  in  the  bare  months  of 
the  year  only. 

5.  The  base  price  for  a  lot  is  $30.00  (Thirty  Dollars)  per 
grave. 

6.  Perpetual  Care  lots  shall  be  $100.00  (One  Hundred  Dol- 
lars) additional,  for  one  or  two  grave  lots,  and  $25.00  (Twenty- 
Five  Dollars)  per  grave  for  each  additional  grave. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  improvements,  perennial  plantings 
without  the  approval  of  the  cemetery  trustees. 

8.  Monuments  (unless  flush)  shall  be  9'  from  the  front  of 
the  lot  and  1'  from  the  back,  the  front  being  the  side  near  the 
driveways. 

9.  The  foundations  of  the  monuments  shall  be  the  area  of 
the  monuments  base,  5'  deep. 

We  are  improving  the  physical  properties  of  the  cemeteries 
and  are  also  in  the  process  of  establishing  a  permanent  record  of 
the  maps  of  the  grounds.

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LIBRARIANS  REPORT 

The  1977  year  at  the  library  was  a  very  active  one  during 
the  school  session.  The  boys  and  girls  came  each  week  in 
classes.  They  did  seem  to  forget  us  while  on  vacation  and  very 
few  came. 

In  March,  Mrs.  Barbara  Shinn  decided  not  to  run  for  office 
of  library  trustee  again.  She  had  been  a  trustee  for  27  years  and 
since  the  death  of  Mrs.  Edith  Ross  in  1967  was  head  trustee. 
She  is  greatly  missed  at  the  library,  not  only  as  a  trustee  but  as 
a  friend  and  helper.  For  a  number  of  years  Mrs.  Shinn  gave 
hours  of  free  time  having  the  library  open  in  the  evening  and 
helping  to  get  the  library  recorded  in  the  Dewey  System.  She 
was  always  willing  to  help  choose  books  from  the  bookmobile 
and  attend  any  local  book  meetings. 

Mrs.  Lucille  Watt  became  our  new  trustee  and  Mrs.  Janice 
McEwan  took  over  the  official  business. 

We  had  many  gifts  of  books,  a  great  many  of  which  were 
laid  aside  for  a  book  sale.  The  more  recent  editions  were  added 
to  our  collection  -  78  in  all,  30  juvenile  and  48  adult. 

Two  large  gifts  of  money  were  received  which  we  have  put 
toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  set  of  encyclopedias  we  need  to 
keep  up  our  state  rating. 

We  bought  52  new  juvenile  books  and  21  adult.  That  is  the 
record  to  date.  There  are  many,  many  books  still  out  on  order. 
Among  those  are  memory  books,  one  for  Mrs.  Nye  and  one  for 
Mr.  Reynolds.  There  was  also  a  memory  book  given  for  Davin 
Taylor  as  well  as  a  trust  fund  started. 

Books  passed  over  the  desk  were  1,134  adult  fiction,  463 
non-fiction  and  1,621  juvenile;  824  of  these  were  from  the  book- 
mobile. There  were  also  403  magazines  and  16  records.  One 
book  was  borrowed  through  the  Hillstown  group  from  the  Mer- 
rimack Library. 

In  all,  151  books  were  added  to  the  library  and  12  discarded, 
making  our  present  number  of  books  4,497. 

We  have  15  magazine  subscriptions  of  which  4  are  gifts.  The 
Milford  Cabinet  is  a  gift  too. 

The  set  of  Life  History  of  the  United  States  is  completed, 
also  the  Family  Creative  set  (a  craft  encyclopedia). 

During  the  summer  fair  the  Friends  of  The  Library  had  a 
tent  for  story  telling. 

We  were  grateful  to  receive  the  New  Greenfield  History  and 
the  Temple  one  from  the  Lyndeborough  Historical  Society.  We 
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added  the  Antrim  History  and  also  had  the  old  copy  of  the 
Wilton  History  rebound. 

The  librarian  and  trustee  attended  4  Hillstown  meetings,  3 
adult  book  discussions  and  2  book  displays. 

The  Bookmobile  exchanged  books  three  times. 

The  library  hours  remain  —  Tuesday  1  to  8  and  Thursday  1 
to  6.

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WILTON  LYNDEBOROUGH  VOLUNTEER 
AMBULANCE  AND  RESCUE  ASSOCIATION 

The  rescue  squad  has  continued  actively  and  routinely 
through  the  past  year.  Ambulance  runs  totalled  185,  a  few 
more  than  the  previous  year,  and  including  100  illnesses,  79 
accidents,  and  6  miscellaneous  runs. 

The  all-volunteer  staff  manning  the  twenty-four  hour  a 
day  service  work  in  teams  of  three,  serving  twelve  hour 
shifts.  They  continue  their  regular  work  at  their  places  of 
employment  or  at  home.  When  an  emergency  arises,  they 
are  called  by  the  communications  center  over  a  radio 
paging  system.  In  addition  to  the  work  done  in  Wilton  and 
Lyndeborough,  the  Service  also  responds  to  calls  for 
mutual  aid  from  surrounding  towns. 

The  new  ambulance  voted  at  the  last  town  meetings 
operates  well,  and  is  exactly  suited  to  the  tasks  at  hand. 
There  is  space  for  intensive  aid  to  patients,  and  the  capa- 
city to  carry  the  extensive  equipment  required.  With 
limited  slip  differential  for  better  traction  and  high  road 
clearance,  it  can  negotiate  local  roads  under  adverse 
weather  conditions. 

The  service  operates  as  an  independent  entity  in  the 
towns,  and  continues  on  a  partly  self  sustaining  basis,  with 
limited  tax  dollar  support.  It  makes  a  reasonable  charge 
for  transport,  and  has  been  fortunate  that  user  response 
has  been  generally  good.  Tax  support  has  been  about  the 
same  for  the  past  few  years. 

Training  for  the  volunteer  attendants  is  done  on  a  con- 
tinuing basis,  with  most  at  the  Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nician level.  Regular  sessions  are  held  to  keep  skills  at  a 
high  level. 

The  Squad  is  proud  of  its  work  in  performing  an  essen- 
tial service,  and  is  grateful  to  the  towns  for  supporting  it  in 
its  efforts.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1977 

The  year  of  1977  has  been  eventful  and  most  fulfilling  for 
the  Planning  Board.  This  was  the  first  year  working  with  our 
revised  sub-division  regulations.  We  have  found  them  to  be  ef- 
ficient and  explicit;  allowing  for  an  orderly  approach  to  re- 
viewing proposed  sub-divisions.  The  Planning  Board  approved 
8  sub-divisions  totaling  24  lots  this  year. 

Lyndeborough  is  growing.  Our  population  is  approaching 
1,000.  Lyndeborough' s  Share  of  the  Co-op  has  risen  from  25% 
to  Approximately  33%  over  the  last  few  years.  Housing  starts 
have  increased  from  11  to  18  in  the  last  year.  This  growth  must 
be  planned  for.  Land  is  one  of  our  most  basic  resources,  its  use 
determines,  to  a  large  part,  the  character  of  our  community. 
The  rate,  location,  and  type  of  growth  determine  not  only  the 
physical  character  of  our  community,  but  also  our  need  for 
public  services  and  facilities  and  their  cost.  By  planning  wisely 
today,  we  will  be  better  equipped  to  anticipate  and  deal  with  to- 
morrow's problems.  The  Planning  Board  has  chosen  to  start  a 
"Master  Plan,"  which,  will  contain  an  existing  land  use  plan,  a 
comprehensive  community  plan,  and  the  required  ordinances  to 
insure  their  implementation. 

We  have  spent  the  last  year  collecting  and  studying  basic 
data  with  the  Sounding  Board.  During  this  next  year  we  will  be 
completing  data  collection  and  evaluation.  Once  evaluated,  this 
data  will  be  used  to  formulate  and  complete  the  "Master  Plan." 

The  Planning  Board  has  assisted  the  selectmen  in  starting 
the  tax  mapping  process  for  Lyndeborough.  We  have  been  able 
to  complete  50%  of  the  map  for  10%  the  normal  cost. 

Our  meeting  night  is  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  Citi- 
zens' Hall  at  Eight  P.M.  The  Sounding  Board  will  meet  the 
third  Tuesday  of  the  Month  at  Citizens'  Hall  at  Eight  P.M. 
Your  attendance  and  participation  is  encouraged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Monday 
of  the  month  at  8  p.m.  in  Citizens'  Hall.  This  year,  besides  our 
regular  meetings,  we  kept  abreast  of  the  work  at  the  flood  con- 
trol dam.  We  also  formulated  a  proposal  for  future  uses  of  the 
surrounding  area.  We  continued  to  work  with  the  Mont  Vernon 
Conservation  Commission  on  the  Purgatory  Falls  Area. 

In  June  we  sent  Jesse  Geiger  to  Conservation  Camp.  This 
is  an  educational  experience  that  is  made  available  to  teenagers 
each  June. 

This  year  the  Elm  Tree  Treating  Program  was  organized  by 
Joel  Salisbury  as  a  Boy  Scout  project.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
fine  work  he  did. 

In  the  fall  we  held  a  public  meeting  with  Mr.  Cleve  Kapala, 
Director  of  the  Conservation  Trust  Program  of  the  Society  for 
the  Protection  of  New  Hrjnpshire  Forests  as  a  speaker,  to  be- 
come informed  about  conservation  agreements.  It  was  felt  that 
with  an  increased  valuation  on  land,  owners  might  be  interested 
in  this  means  of  keeping  their  land  but  at  a  lower  tax  rate.  The 
attendance  was  disappointing.  However,  the  Commission  is 
willing  to  discuss  these  agreements  with  anyone  who  is  inter- 
ested. 

At  the  present  time  the  Commission  is  looking  into  the 
place  conservation  plays  in  the  town's  Master  Plan.  There  are 
areas  we  would  like  to  see  remain  as  they  are  today.  Some  of 
these  we  hope  to  obtain  for  the  town,  others  we  hope  will  have 
restrictions  for  future  use  placed  on  them  by  current  owners.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LYNDEBOROUGH 
BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE 

You  will  recall  that  when  I  wrote  the  report  of  the  Bicenten- 
nial Committee  for  the  1976  town  report,  I  stated  that  we  had  a 
bank  balance  of  $1,430.75.  We  were  concerned  with  building  a 
fireproof  vault  for  town  papers  so  we  asked  advice  from  the  best 
possible  source,  the  New  England  Document  Conservation 
Center.  Last  summer  Mr.  George  M.  Cunha,  the  Director  Con- 
servator of  that  organization  came  to  Lyndeborough  Center  to 
observe  the  possibilities  and  talk  with  our  committee. 

Shortly  after  his  visit  he  sent  us  two  documents,  one  an 
evaluation  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  other  data  and  advice  on 
building  what  we  had  in  mind. 

The  Committee  met  at  Citizens'  Hall  to  discuss  the  matter. 
It  was  evident  that  we  did  not  have  enough  money  to  complete 
the  project.  Probably  grants  are  available  but  the  Committee 
did  not  feel  that  was  within  our  jurisdiction.  Also  the  question 
was  brought  up  that  possibly  the  Town  Hall  was  not  the  best 
site  for  such  a  venture  and  several  other  possibilities  were  dis- 
cussed. 

The  Bicentennial  Committee  wished  the  money  spent  for 
some  lasting  tribute  to  Lyndeborough,  and  voted  to  present  the 
money  to  the  Lyndeborough  Historical  Society  to  help  with  the 
reprinting  of  the  old  Town  Histories  with  the  hope  that 
someday  the  Historical  Society  would  be  in  a  position  to  pursue 
the  idea  of  a  town  vault.

The  1976-77  School  Year  started  with  enrollment  of  87 
pupils  in  grades  one  through  six.  Grade  one  had  the 
largest  enrollment  of  21  girls  and  boys,  seven  additional 
pupils  over  the  previous  year. 

New  staff  member  Laurence  A.  Erhard  came  aboard  in 
late  August,  replacing  James  MacFarlane  who  resigned  to 
accept  a  position  out  of  state.  In  addition  to  his  administra- 
tive duties,  Mr.  Erhard  taught  grades  3  and  4. 

Our  School  Nurse  for  two  years  D.  Carol  Contryman  re- 
signed to  accept  a  position  elsewhere  in  the  state.  Mrs. 
Judy  L.  Cox  was  employed  as  School  Nurse  for  the  1976-77 
School  Year. 

Once  again,  I  might  say  that  it  is  most  difficult  to  estab- 
lish a  continuity  of  programs  with  a  continual  change  of 
staff.  Each  year  for  the  past  several  years  we  have  had  to 
replace  teaching  staff.  Also  our  Health  Services  has  seen 
several  changes  during  this  same  period  of  time.  However, 
many  of  these  changes  in  positions  have  been  part-time 
employees  and  they  left  for  full-time  positions  and  other 
personal  reasons. 

During  a  time  when  education  is  under  attack  from  all 
levels,  it  is  more  important  than  ever  that  we  all  work  extra 
hard  for  the  betterment  of  a  Basic  Education  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic. 

We  have  continued  to  retain  the  services  of  the  Special 
Education  Consortium,  a  venture  that  was  started  a  few 
years  ago  to  better  serve  the  children  in  Supervisory  School 
Union  No.  63  who  require  special  educational  programs. 

Physical  Improvements  to  the  School  Plant  included  the 
usual  summer-time  cleaning  and  repairs.  The  major  proj- 
ect was  the  re-roofing  of  the  original  building.  This  was 
necessary  due  to  the  many  leaks  throughout  this  section  of 
the  building.  A  new  room  divider  was  purchased  to  replace 
the  old  folding  door.  This  has  added  greatly  to  the 
aesthetics  of  the  room.

During  the  coming  year  we  should  re-seal  the  roof  in  the 
new  section  that  includes  the  double  classroom. 

Electrical  wiring  was  replaced  in  Mrs.  Hutchins'  and 
Mr.  Donovan's  rooms  as  well  as  changes  in  the  fuse  boxes 
as  recommended  in  the  Fire  Marshal's  Report.  Other  items 
are  to  be  taken  care  of  in  the  1977-78  School  Year  when 
more  monies  become  available. 

The  transportation  routes  were  reviewed  by  the  School 
Board,  Contractor,  and  Superintendent,  and  due  to  the  in- 
creased number  of  children  on  the  Mountain  run,  it  was 
necessary  to  add  an  additional  60  passenger  bus,  replacing 
the  Station  Wagon  that  has  taken  care  of  this  route  for  the 
past  several  years.  Needless  to  say,  this  caused  an  increase 
in  the  Transportation  Account. 

Metal  cabinets  for  the  flammable  liquids  have  been 
placed  in  the  custodial  room. 

During  the  1976-77  School  Year  the  School  Board  con- 
ducted twenty-three  Board  meetings,  an  average  of  twice 
monthly.  This  doesn't  count  other  meetings  such  as  Budget 
Committee  Meetings. 

As  another  year  closes,  I  would  like  to  give  special  thanks 
to  the  Budget  Committee  for  their  kind  consideration  when 
we  deemed  it  necessary  to  request  more  monies  for  the 
Roof  and  Transportation  Costs.  Both  these  expenditures 
were  taken  care  of  within  the  existing  budget.  I  would  like 
to  thank  the  Lyndeborough  School  Board,  Town  Officials, 
and  Citizens  of  the  District  for  their  continued  support  of 
their  school. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

1976-77 

Lyndeborough  Central  School 

The  1976-77  School  year  was,  despite  severe  weather  con- 
ditions, threats  of  Swine  Flu,  etc.,  a  generally  healthy 
one  for  our  students.  Twenty-nine  throat  cultures  were 
done  on  children  with  sore  throats  or  those  in  direct  contact 
with  a  known  case  of  Strep  Throat.  We  had  six  positive  for 
Strep  Throat. 

In  September  the  heights  and  weights  were  checked  and 
recorded.  In  October  and  November  hearing  and  vision 
screening  was  conducted.  Children  with  poor  test  results 
were  re-tested  and  parents  whose  children  were  having 
problems  in  these  areas  were  notified  of  same.  Fourth  grade 
students  had  their  physical  examinations  at  the  Wilton  Clin- 
ic.   Eleven  students  were  examined  and  found  healthy. 

Staff  Blood  Pressures  were  checked  and  a  T.B.  skin  test 
done  (with  negative  results)  on  one  Staff  member. 

In  April,  eighty  children  participated  in  the  Dental  Hy- 
giene program  conducted  by  Mrs.  Noreen  O'Connel.  This 
program  consists  of  cleaning  teeth  and  application  of  a  topi- 
cal fluoride  treatment  to  the  teeth. 

We  had  three  reported  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  this  Spring 
and  one  child  complaining  of  chest  pain.  Follow-ups  on 
health  problems  are  made  by  home  visits  —  this  type  of 
contact  is  limited  due  to:  a)  the  nurse's  allotted  time  in  the 
school;  and  b)  the  parents'  schedule  and  committed  time  out- 
side the  home  during  the  day.  A  total  of  thirty  visits  were 
made  with  telephone  contact  counted  as  home  visits  as 
well  as  actual  in-the-home  conferences. 

Some  health  programs  I  have  participated  in  are:  Class- 
room talks  on  proper  nutrition  and  sleep;  liaison  for  dental 
field  trip;  presentation  of  Growth  and  Development  for  fifth 
and  sixth  graders  which  entailed  filmstrip  and  cassette  fol- 
lowed by  class  discussion. 

I  have  enjoyed  knowing  and  working  with  your  children 
and  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  a  continual 
effort  to  promote  better  health  in  the  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Carl  E.  Bowers 

The  1976-77  School  Year  started  with  an  enrollment  of 
369  pupils  as  of  October  1,  1976,  one  pupil  less  than  the 
preceding  vear.  However,  Grades  7  &  8  have  increased 
from  126  in  1976-77  to  136  in  1977-78. 

This  vear  ended  with  several  resignations  affecting  the 
following  areas:  Foreign  Language,  English,  Physical  Edu- 
cation, Guidance,  Mathematics  and  Science.  Needless  to 
say  this  created  quite  a  task  for  our  new  Principal,  Mr. 
Howard  J.  Gilmore.  Some  of  the  reasons  given  for  this 
change  of  staff  were:  Maternity  Leave,  Husband  relocat- 
ing, entering  the  Business  World,  Health,  Professional  and 
Financial  Advancement. 

I  have  stated  many  times  that  the  stability  of  any  school 
staff  is  of  the  utmost  importance  if  we  are  to  establish  and 
maintain  continuity  of  programs  in  all  of  the  curriculum 
areas.  Since  we  are  the  receiving  school  for  the  Wilton 
and  Lyndeborough  girls  and  boys,  it  would  be  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  if  we  could  establish  the  same  Salary  Guide 
for  all  three  districts  and  prepare  a  curriculum  guide  to  be 
followed  for  grades  one  through  twelve. 

The  School  is  currently  engaged  in  the  Accreditation 
process  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  David  Campbell,  who 
is  Chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee.  Purpose  of  a 
study  such  as  this  includes  an  in-depth  study  of  our 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and  determining  our  long  and 
short  term  goals  for  upgrading  the  school  programs.  Areas 
under  study  are:  Philosophy,  Curriculum,  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  Administration  and  Supervision.  When  com- 
pleted we  are  looking  forward  to  being  accredited  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

Along  the  lines  of  Staff  Development  we  were  able  to 
provide  an  in-service  workshop  on  Metrics  for  both  Wilton 
and  Lyndeborough  Districts  as  well  as  our  own  district  at 
no  cost  to  either  of  the  districts  involved,   thanks  to  Mr. 
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Fernand  J.  Prevost,  Consultant  Mathematics  Education, 
State  Department  of  Education,  Concord. 

Some  of  the  improvements  to  the  school  facility  and  site 
are  as  follows:  Roofing  repairs  over  the  Cafetorium  and 
Science  Room,  expansion  joints  being  repaired  as  well  as 
the  flashings  over  the  locker  rooms,  interior  painting  of 
halls  and  classrooms,  replacing  ceiling  tiles  where  neces- 
sary, a  new  drainage  ditch,  a  new  culvert  was  placed  near 
the  crest  of  the  hill  and  work  was  continued  on  the  athletic 
field. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  receive  C.E.T.A. 
funds  that  could  be  used  to  employ  one  additional  person 
in  the  Principal's  office.  The  need  for  additional  clerical 
help  has  been  evident  for  some  time  now,  especiallv  due 
to  the  increased  amount  of  paper  work  involving  Federal, 
State  and  numerous  reports. 

During  the  1976-77  School  Year  the  School  Board  held 
twenty-three  board  meetings,  an  average  of  two  per  month. 
This  doesn't  count  meetings  such  as  Budget  Meetings,  In- 
terview of  Candidates,  Staff  Development  Meetings,  etc. 

As  another  school  year  closes,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School 
Board,  School  Department  Employees,  Town  Officials,  and 
Citizens  of  the  district  for  their  continued  support  and 
assistance  in  the  necessities  for  educating  our  girls  and  bovs 
for  the  immediate  future.
